ViLLAiiu wliis represents the North- 
ern Pacilic riiihvay is buying up everv- 
thing in the shape of steamboats &nd 
railwayfli;iar,Oregon and Washington 
Territory; His name is the synonym 
of colossal undertakings. The syndi- 
cate at whose head lie .stands are scoop- 
ing up every l)argain and .siiiiill opi-r- 
ators who will not .sell out un; quietly 
crushed. By a masterly stroke he ' ac- 
quired possession , 'of the* Seattle and 
Walla Walla jq^',ginil\i._tliGn quietly 
"sat on" the project. The energies of 
the syndicata are now directed to- 
wards building up Portland, leaving 
Pugot Sound ifitefests to take care of 
theoiselvfis for the' next ten years. 
Should th&Souiid secure a railway it 
will be through Oregon and not 
through ■ Washington Territory. As 
evidence of tliia intention," it is 
said that at a recent meeting of tho 
board of directors of the Northern Paci- 
fic Railway V.iiiLabi> advised, ithat the 
builcfing^df the'llrie ^^^frSm '^Pm-tliind .to 
Kalauia, the gap which still remains to 
bo closed between Tacoma and the Ore- 
gon Railway k Navigation C'oinpany'.s 
line.s, Hlioiild be lii'at undertaken. This 
gap is only, sixty niiU's long, ami 
when finfeiiejl i'ivillij .sup[jiy railway! 
comniunication between Puget Sound 
and the Pen d'Oreille division of tlu' 
road, now nearly coiiipluted. After 
the conclusion of Mr. Villard's re- 
marks tlio board lulojjted 'a re.solution 
providing for tiic inunediate. construc- 
tion of the line between Portland and 
Kalama. The Oregonian, which i.s dis- 
posed to poke fun at theSound, remarks 
that, ViLLARD notwithstanding, Puget 
Sound may yet become a railroad ter 
minus. A scheme is now proposed 
which would make it the '■terminus" of 
the entire, globe. A new Ale.Kandei", 
with an eye and genius for the conquest 
of worids,.appearsr-inrthe.p.erson-of.Col. 
Arthur Herliert, nuttvo- of Tlll'noiH, 
who proposes to build a lino of railroad 
along the* nortliern coast from Puget 
Sound to 'Behring's straits, tunnel the 
straits or' transfer trains by ferry (only 
thirty-seven miles), then push on 
through Siberia, cross the great Amoor 
river, traverse Cbina and all the states 
of Central Asia on to the Caspian, or 
further sotith to' the capital of Persia, 
bridging the Bosphorus and continuing 
on through Central Europe to London, 
etc. The little branch railroad acros.s 
from Tacoma to Snake river niJ\y well 
be given up as a thing of noconsequence 
in comparison with this magnilicent 
scheme.

t^- Will you explain the .system of 
surveys in British Columbia,and if it is 
difl'erent from that of tho eastern sec- 
tion,? A. 'I'he surveys dommenced about 
ten years ago. 'i l iconfess I was greatly 
puzzled libw' tb begin, the interior of 
the country lieemed never to have been 
visited by anyone who hud left any 
record of his visit. East of the Rocky 
Mountains I had gained much useful 
information from the reports of Pallis- 
sier, Mdton, Cheadle, and others, and I 
bad also the advantage of the personal 
knowledge of Hon. INIr. Trutcli, after- 
wards Lieutenants-Governor of tho 
province. From all I could learn the 
llowso and Ycllowhoad Paii.sea .seemed 
to be tho. most favorable .for: crossing 
the mounvains. X had no idea then 
that more formidable obstructions would 
be found on the other side of the Rocky 
Mountains than the Rocky Mountains 
themselves, It was very dillicult to ob- 
tain gentlrtnieii (itted for tiie surveys, 
and I had to cm|)loy p<'r.sous wlioni I 
did not know, and of whose qualitica 
tions I cQuFd ;noi; judge. One gentle 
man whom'-l 'h'ad knoWu years before, 
and who 'had "jsppnt some ..years; in the 
province, was recommended to lue, and 
1 engaged liim to e.^ainine the Howse 
pass; this was Mr. Walter Mobcrly. 
I also engaged Mr.RodHrick McLennan, 
who was rbpreseuted u.s an able and en- 
ergetic man, well diced for the work to 
examine the Yellowhead pass and it.s 
approaches. Mr. John Triitch was 
also engaged to explore liic lower Fra- 
ser river to Kamloops and Sliuswap 
lake. These tlirce were tlkstriei eni,'i- 
neers. Mr. George Watt was placed 
in charge of ..tho .com. in js8«riat depart- 
ment. Tjif' G6'('eVdiiien't'"'Wis[ied that 
the district engineera should^ fill ihfir 
stafTs as far.as possiblo in :B>rid8h' Co- 
lumbiit, and only four engiircers, 
Messrs. Mabood, Rheume, Irvine and 
Dickey, were sent from tliis side. The 
point whichlwas mo3t anxious tu ox:\mino 
was Howso pass,. , at, the same time to 
gain some ' -further information about 
Eagle pass, nn which Mr. Mubcrly had 
made a report. I therefore instructed 
Mr. Moberly to go at onco to Howe pass 
and make an instrumental survey; and at 
tho same tima send a, party to Eaglo pass 
so thatv.wo might .compare as Boon as poa* 
siblo £He merits of . the twu passes. Mr. 
John Trutch in the nieanwhilo was to ex- 
amine the lower Frasor from Shuswap 
Lake, a district common to both routes. 
Tho district engineers wore allowed to 
exorcise their own discretion in selecting 
their assistants. I wish to say here that 
it is quftS'#rtisljilr6"fu'''8lJ.ppj)sb^^ 
engmeers .were confinoa to making i^tru* 
mental surveys;- they wore speoiallyitlir- 
ccted to inako oxploration.'j in adVanpo of 
tho instrumental survey. 

Witness read extracts from instructions 
to Mr. McLennan, and continued to ex- 
plain the operations, of the seaaon at some 
length, explaining that'.tHe ''iriiptaotiea-'. 
bllity of getting through tho Selkirk had 
been discovered by an exploring party, 
which had found that the pass through 
that rango -f«ll l.fiOO feet in five jnilea on 



one side and 2,S00 in about six miles on 
tho other. 

Q. I Ji.xve understood you that the first 
year's ciporations wore eonlincd to com- 
paring the merits of tho two routes from 
Howse and YoUowhead passes. A. Not 
entirely. Wo. hadjalso tii.myes"MgateHh;q 
generpl question of '.'.-iu approach; itoHhe 
Pacific. Tho Howse • -! only commanded 
the .approach to Hiii. , d Inlet, but from 
YoUowhead pass an . pproacli could bo 
got to either Ruto or Burrard Inlet, or 
any other point on tho coast except the 
very northerly ports. 

Witness explained at some length that 
tho discovery of the impossibility of cros- 
sing the Selkirk range did not entirely 
render an instruuiont.d survey from 
Howo pass uunccossai y. lie had never 
been sanguine of gottiii;.^ across the Sel- 
kirk range, but it wa,s possible to find a 
route round it by tho Columbia river, and 
it was desirable to have tho fullest infor- 
mation 'aboiit tho two' passes before a 
decision -was made. A?tor Yellowhcad 
pass was decided upon, all surveys in tlio 
Howse pass were at once stopped, and 
ho wrote to Mr. McLennan to that effect. 

Q. I think you said that before com- 
mencing operations in .J^87l yo.u !know 
about tlie YoUowhead pa^s.as ,wjell,as the 
Howse p.is's? A. Yes"; T' ahi' not' sure 
from whom I derived my infonnation 
about the YoHowhe.id pass, I think it 
was partly from an o-xpli, ration made by 
Dr. Ray some years beioro, on account of 
a proposed tolograpli scheme by the Hud- 
son Bay Company, and .also from tho 
. w:0Tf^ ot^iltpn.' and^GhOjidlo:: I: felt con- 
fidfent thai a route could bb f ouhd through 
that pass round by Lako George, but I was 
anxious to see if a shorter one could not 
be found. Tho feasibility of tho Yellow- 
hcad pass was doniunstratod by exploring 
parties without an instrumental survey, 
and. tho differonco between the two pa^es 
nyas so great that a dooision^'could bo ar- 
rived' at at' once.' This was, however, 
being wise 'after the event. 'When' the 
pl.iee uf survey was determined on it was 
thought possible that tho summit miijht 
have to bo traversed at some point, and 
tho length of tho tunuol was a considera- 
tion. If I had known m'ucli about the 
Yellowheadpassias.was afterwards found 
out, the expense would hare been very 
inueli less. I m:iy say with regard to the 
expense in British Columbia that it was 
simply enormous, and that I had not tho 
slightest idea that it would 1(6 SO, great, 1 
am afraid that a good doid of the money 
was ■wasted. 1 had no control over 
tlio expenditure for supplies. The engi- 
neers woia instructed to make tho pur- 
chases, and Mr. Watt, who actodas comp- 
troller, was .asked to exercise a careful 
supervision, When tho exploration 
of Howse pass was abandoned in 
April, I ordered all purchases to 
be stopped, but I found some time after 
that largo purchases, amounting alto- 
gether to S'i8,000, had boon ordered at 
Port Cold well in (lie United States after 
that date, some of them as late as August. 
There were some things which I could not 
see were wanted on a survey such as gold 
pens, quicksilver, etc. I cannot account 
for such large quantities of supplies being 
purchased after 1 gave orders that the sur- 
vey should be stopped. I know that largo 
quantities [of supplies were sent up the 
Columbia river and into tho Jasper valley 
and were abandoned and for what I know 
m.ay be there yet. 

Q. I soo by the accounts 238 rim locks 
and some brass knobs bolts, worth §3.50 
each, were bought. .\ro tho.v necessary 
for a surveying party/ \. Certainly not. 
When I first looked at the accounts I 
thought 8011^0 country store had been 
bought out, 0^ I thought tli.at if it was 
nocussary to buy out tho stoiis it would 
have been better to have burnt the dry 
goods. Ot course this did not come to my 
knowledge for some time after, but I at 
once dismissed tho party and relieved tho 
gentlemanly conductor. In 1872 I made 
trip across tho plains, partly on horseback 
partly on foot, and met Mr. Mobcrly in 
J.aspor Valley, ho not having done nearly 
.as much on his survey .as ho should. Ho 
ooidd not satisfactiu'ily explain his delay, 
but as L coiikl not then irnraodiatoly dis- 
miss him and his party I had to leave him 
and went on to the Fraser river, where I 
wrote him a long letter of instructions as 
to what to do with his horses, etc. When 
I reached Stillwater, on tho Thompson 
river, I heard about the quantity of sup- 
plies ho liad ordered and wrote him anoth.'

Court opened at 11:20 a.m. 
S. Walker Bank of British Nortlj 
America. Mr. M. W. T. Drake and Mr.' 
A. E. B. Davie for plaintifl"; Mr. Edwiii' 
Johnson and Mr. V/, N. Bolo for the de- 
fence. 

Damages claimed by the plaintitV were 
.set at S30,000_. 

The following jury were ompannoled ; 
Wm. Wilson, Charles Ball, Jamcii R. 
Anderson, Henry Saunders, George Jay, 
G. J. Clark, Simeon Ducki Wm. Cvaft, 
Mr. G. Jay was chosen foreman. 

One juryman Only was challenged by 
tho defence. 

Mr. Johnson applied for the production 
of plaintitrs books. Tho application was 
granted. 

Mr. A. E. B. David opened tho casu for 
the plaintiff and explained it to tho jury. 
Tho defendants had without reason caused 
a writ of attachment to be issued against 
tiio plaintilf. This attachment was in- 
jnrii'iis ro the plaintifl's besinoss, prevent- 
ing him from collecting his debts as a 
trader in B:irkorvillo, closing and ruining 
liis business and was tho means of destroy- 
ing his property there. On tho 18th 
April, 1870, tho plaintiff applied fur tiio 
writ of attachment to bo set asidu. The 
County Court Judge declined to hear tlio 
application. It was afterwards carried to 
the Supreme Court; but tho appeal was 
dismissed and tho writ of attachment was 
allowed to go on. A number of counts 
woro then explained. On the 20th May, 
1880, tho former proceedings against 
Walker wore entirely set aside. 

Mr. Drake then statud tho circumstan- 
ces which were rather' long and intricate. 
Tho ovidonco and ducuments would be laid 
before the jury. Tlie bank of H. N. A. 
liad a Branch at Baihoi ville in 1S7S u lion 
the late IMr. Nuufuldur wii^ duiii;; businua.i 
there. Mr. N. had a largo overdraft at 
the bank there and at Victoria. On a 
certain occasion Mr. Walker gave a note 
for S1260. This waa payable on the 16tli 
March, 1879; and Mr. Noufelder's affairs 
falling into disorder through his lamont- 
ablo doat'.i his estate was thrown into 
banl;ruptcy. Tho bank did not assent to 
deed of insolvency with the rest of tlie 
creditors. Tho Insulvency Act was then 
explained and tho throe courses open to 
creditors under it. A writ of attach- 
ment was afterwards granted and the afii- 
davit.'i upon which it was based against 
Mr. Walker were read. Tliis writ 
claimed S1301 as principal and interest 
of the §1250 note given by tlio plaintiti. 
The learned counsel then roferred to raia- 
statoments in the first atlidavit and said 
tho truth of the alleged facts in this afE- 
davit had not been ascertained by tho 
manager of the bank, and they woro dis- 
puted by tho plaintifl". At tliat tuno tho 
plaintiff w.as not insolvent, as was assorted 
bythebankuuthorities, andtho great hard- 
ship undergone by the plaintiff wa.^ explain- 
ed at somo length. Tho proceeding* were 
characterized as harah and uncalled for. 
An application was then made by plaintiff 
to Mr. Ball of Cariboo to havo the pro- 
ceedings aet aside. With this Mr, B.ill, 
rightly or wrongly, Would havo nothing 
to do. The Supremo Court in Victoria 
obliged Mr. Ball to hear the •case and tho 
defendant sent up sheaves of affidavits 
and counsel learned in the law to oppose 
the unfortunate plaintifi* in Mr. Ball's 
court; they also adopted every possible 
point against him. Tho bank had no claim 
upon tho note in question; but another 
note was in possession of Mr. Beedy, of 
Stanley, and tho bank very strangely sent 
word to Mr. Beoily to use that note 
again.st Walker. The tactics of the ba*d£ 
wero than changed. Those tactics wore 
characterized by tho learned counsel as 
being unworthy of tlio position held by 
tho manager of such an important institii 
tion. Further affidavits of the manager 
were read showing that the debt was 
strsngoly enough much less than it was a 
short time before. Tho bank had perse- 
cuted tho plaintiff and had driven him 
from Cariboo to Victoria and from Vic- 
toria back to Cariboo with the object 
of crushing him in a business point of 
view. Authorities wore then cited to show 
that tho plaintiff not being insolvent had 
been proceeded against wrongly. Further 
proceedings wero then described in tho 
courts at Victoria by which the plaintiff 
was knocked about from jnllar to post. 
L'ltimntoly tho wholo procceding.s were 
quashed, and the defendant he be- 
lieved had carried tho case before the 
privy council. More authorities wore then 
ijuotcd in suppirt of the contention that 
tho plaintifi" had boon maliciously perse- 
cutod and had sustained heavy damages. 
The bank had followed up the plaintifi" 
Cv9 times in courts of law and had en- 
deavored in every way to crush and ruin 
him by the weight of legal proceedings, 
thinking that if Bucoossful ho coulcl 
not stand up against him in a suit for 
damages. A clearer case of maliciousness 
and spite could scarcely bo imagined. 
Something might bo brought to light in 
tho course of tlio trial to bIiow wliat was 
behind the scones; what that was it was 
not for him to s.ay at present. The injury 
sustained by the plaintiff Was then graphi- 
cally described, his business gone; book 
debts lost ; buildings ill ruins and goods 
destroyed. In view of all tliis he claim- 
ed that his client was entitled to substan- 
tial damages. 

Tho first witness was Mr. Edwin Leigh 
wiio merely proved certain documents in 
connection with tho insolvency of Mr. 
Noufeldor. 

Mr. C. T. Dupont, as ofiicial assignee 
in 1879, produced a number !)f statements 
pertaining to the estates of Neufoldor and 
Walker. Some of these documents wero 
objected to by counsel for tho defence and 
tho objections noted. 

Samuel Walker, tho plaintiff, was then 
sworn — Lived at Barkervillo; was a trader 
and saloon keeper; had been in business 
there since 1869; had dealings with Mr. 
Neufalder in 1878; had given Mr. Felix 
Neufolder a note for 31250.68; the note 
was put into the Bank of B. N. America; 
Mr. Ritchio was manager; the note was 
due on 10th March; Mr. Ritchio asked 
for payment when it was duo; Mr. Nou- 
felder's accounts at that dato showed 
nearly gllOO duo to witness ; Mr Ritchie 
examined the accounts and deducted: one 
side from tho other; waa in charge of Mr. 
Neufelder'o store at Barkorville about that 
time in connection with Mr. Mouatt; Mr. 
Neufolder was at Victoria; Mr. Ritchio 
camo in early one morning and showed 
him a telegram from Mr. Dupont and 
wanted to get possession of the property; 
refused to give, up.possossion on that doc- 
ument; hut said 'Bitchie might stay on 
tho premises and aee'that nothing was re- 
moved till further advices; something was 
said about the note before this and ho 
(witnss.'j) said that ho did not want to pay 
it again ; possession was taken of witness' 
store and Neufeldor'a also on 3d May, 
1873; Mr. Q. ByrnO' took> possession on 
that day; goads in witness*^ store were 
worth 52000; took poasessioil of books, 
notes and building; witness stayed in the 
bed-room till the water drove him out; in 
the meantime ho iras tryitig . I to gut tho 



writ of attachment set aside; the case 
camo on for hearing on tlio 10th ]May, 
(The petition was here read; it stated that 
tho writ hud not been i.'isued according to 
the In.solveney Act and that tho plaintiff 
wn.i not insolvent and could pay all tho 
debts against his Cjtate.) Tho County 
Court judgo wouli^ pot licar tho aisn be- 
cause the amount wm iTver S500; on that 
.occasion Jlr. Devlin appeared for the 
Bank; owed Mr. Piiikurton about fiAOO, 
und borrowed .^!I100 mure; gave a mort- 
c;ago for §1500; all ho got on tliat mort- 
gage was applied to paying dubL-i incurred 
andinbuyinggooils;hisaffairsattho time of 
tho seizuro stood thus: Assets, §8,400.43; 
liabilities, .?'2,8f>2.56; balance in excess of 
liabilities, §5,538.89. Pinkerton was 
owing him S702 and he was owing him 
SloOU; further proceedings v.-ero taken on 
the 15th Getobor before iMr. Ball; Mr. 
Johnson appeared to sustain tho writ for 
tho bank on tho liecdynoto; witness gave 
Mr. Beedy a note for S525; did not then 
owe hiiK 8525; when tho note bocaino duo 
was owing §409; wa.s getting goods from 
him; tho noto was in the bank and he 
had paid §253.75 on it before insolvency 
proceedings had been coniinencecl against 
him; saw Mr. Beedy who said that in 
lieu of what ho owed tho bank about 
§2200 worth of goods were secured to Mr. 
Ritchie; all that was duo Mr. Beedy on 
that note was .$110 at the timo when ap- 
plication was mado to i\Ir. Ball; the in- 
solvency proceedings wore ordered to go 
on and witness camo down to Victoria 
when the case was hoard in tho Supremo 
Court; another hearing was afterwards 
had at Barkervillo when tho insolvency 
proceedings wero annulled; ho had lost 
his timo from the 2nd of May to the 17tli 
of Juno ofcnext year wdien liouso and 
goods wero returned; his business was 
Worth §3000 per year; tho goods were 
damaged and not all returned; made a 
notu of what wero damaged, which 
amounted to .S1S3.55; the builrling was j 
wrecked iu rai.siii;,' it out of llio w.iy of 
llie fre:iliet; tailiiigii got into it :uk1 did 
groat damage; fhiora wore ripped up and 
a wing was sawed oU'aud g(jnu ullogethcr; 
estimated the damage to: the building at 
1^750; it wq,uld cost li^l^QO.ta^ put it in the 
position it was irf whoh the official assig- 
nee took possession; had spent a great 
deal of money iu travelling; had been Gi 
months ill Victoria on e.vpenso, and had 
tc keep his boy iu Gai'iboo; o.vpen.=iea hero 
woro about SlO a week; had paid about 
SIOUO in litigation; had not recovered all 
his book debts; a loss had occurred iu 
book debts by people leaving Cariboo and 
his not being tlioro to look after them, 
which loss iio estimated at SIOUO. 

This closed Mr. Wulker's examination 
in ciuel. 

AFTERNOON SITTING. 

Mr. Walker cross-examined by Jlr. 
Bole— Had bean in business since 18(i7; 
must of time had kept his own books; did 
not understand book keeping very well; 
cuukl not tell what capital lio had when 
ho comiiuniced buaincua; for three or four 
yeara business' had not been g(Jod; from 
'75 to '79 It was pretty f.dr; did not keep 
an account lif profits. acid losses; his casli 
and credit Silos wori^ 'abbu't equal: he knew 
from memory that cash sales were about 
equal to his credit sales; credit sales for 
'7'^ wero about t>0000 and cash sales about 
tho same, !3l8,O0Uin all; tho profit on this 
amount would bo about §3000; had not 
many bad debts; would not trust thoso 
he thought wero not good pay. An affi- 
davit mado by witness was then read, and 
ho wa.s questioned on the amounts paid 
over to him by i'inkorton. Was short of 
money about and aftor the 31 -March, 
1879, but his estate waa quite capable of 
paying off his liabilities. Letters wero read 
written by witness stating that he could 
not easily meet his assessments just then. 
Co^unsel fo5;p|aintiff-jObjeeted. to the En- 
terprise Compi-iriy ' corrc'spondenco being 
ititroduced into tho case. Objection 
overruled aj the letters might bear upon 
tho question of damages. Witness here 
asserted that some of the evidence alleged 
to have been given by him before the 
County Court Judge, Mr. Ball, was not 
correctly taken*^ down.. Thb witnos.s was 
then questioned on his ledger account 
with Matthow Pinkerton. tho mortgagee. 
Had been placed in bank i uptcy in 1872 
on his own decision; sinco that time ho 
had paid off considerable of the old in- 
dobtodness; some of the debts wore paid 
off in full, and sumo wero not paid at all; 
remembered his Lordship the Chief Jus- 
tice granting his discharge but did not ro- 
niember getting it. Cross-examination 
continued at somolonj^th v;ithout eliciting 
anything very particular. When declared 
an insolvent tho amount of his good book 
debts was about .?5000; h.ad lost about 
§1000 of this sum. by tho law procoediiig.i; 
m.'iny of tho parties would not pay over 
their debts to the assignee bucau.se they 
knew pretty well what was goin.s; on 
against him; some of them had paid him 
since; tho names of aovoral of those wero 
given. The circumstances connected with 
the P]ntorpriso Company's arrangements 
with witness wore thou utatod. Witiics; 
finally accepted the amounts drawn upon 
him because it would havo embarrassed 
Mr. F. Neufolder had he not doneo.', be- 
sides he did not want a law suit on his 
hands in connection with, that ctmpany; 
had not gDta-toleiise.froni the'Ei'torpneo 
Compaoy, but had boon given to undor- 
ataud that they wero trilling to make a 
compromise with hiiu; h;id never mado 
any offer to the bank to settle caso; could 
not state huw mucli had been collected on 
his book account. 

To iMr. Drake. — Witnosii' liabilities 
when made a bankrupt wero about §2600; 
ho had paid since more than SIOOO of 
debts which ho had been discharged from. 
The agreement between Walker a..d tho 
Enterprise Company was then read and 
put iu as evidence by tho counsel for tho 
plaintiff. Tho company had not got judg- 
ment against witness on tlioso notes; Mr. 
lUichio had been continually bothering 
witness about the Neufolder note and 
finally he told hint to go and do his 
best about it: tho §6000 received from tho 
Enterprise Coiupuny wont into his busi- 
ness with the exception o! 9333; that is 
into his general business not all into tho 
store. 

His Lordship explained for tlie benefit 
of the jurytlie nature of tho suniiner fresli- 
ets in Barkorville. 

Witness had seen buildings 15 or 
20 faet high completely biiried by tail- 
ings; his building ,^ad> been filled with 
tailings about four feet deep. 

Matthew Pinkerton, swora — Had known 
Mr. Walker about 9 years; had had busi- 
ness dealings with him for 7 or 8 years; in 
March, 1879, about §400 was due from 
Walkor;he wanted money and proposed giv- 
ing sncurity; he wanted some of tho mon- 
ey to pay dobts^.apd. ^oma to purchase 
goods with'fironi "Victoria. ' Witness' evi- 
dence with rcferonco to money transac- 
tions with Walker corrorboratcd that al- 
ready given. Further tran.sactions wero 
stopped by Mr. Ritchie's telegram from 
Lytton forbidding witness to have any 
further business transactions with Walk- 
er us a writ of attaehinont had been issued; 
tho bill of sale was reijigtered some timo be- 
fore the telegran} was recoivod from Rit 
chic. Witness here stated the particulars 
with reference ,to. his brother John's debt 
lo' Walking and hia coniioht to rjssumo that 



debt. Had never given people to under- 
stand that §1500 wero due on the mort- 
gage- 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bole— The mort- 
gage did not embrace all Walker's proper- 
ty; the books were loft out; witness cor- 
roborated Walker's statements that the 

evidunce .as read by tho learned counsel 
said to havo been given in tho County 
Court was incorrect; Walker did not state 
that ho was in danger from tho Enter- 
prise Company; he had not beOn out of 
witness' debt from 187C to 1879. ' ■ . 

Edward 0. Noufeldor, 'Btvom^'Had 
been a partner in the firm of F. Neufel- 
dor & Co. ; he had endoi-sed tho noto in 
the name of the firm given by Walker be- 
cause his father had neglected to do it; 
had ascertained that an error had occur- 
red in tho books in NS'alker'.i favor of about 
§500; told Mr. Ritchie about this error; 
left Blessrs. Mouat and Walker in charge 
at Barkervillo; procoedintjs were com- 
menced after his arrival in Victoria by tho 
bank; among the securities held by tho 
bank on overdraft was tho noto of S. 
Walkor for §1250 and interest amounting 
to §1289.50 mado a composition on 16th 
April, 1879, which was accepted; notes 
given to the bank had been taken up by 
witness; had got possession of the Walk- 
er noto afterwards; went back to Barker- 
villo to wind up tho estate; saw cntrie.s 
in tho books of the firm which were iikuIc 
by Mr. Kitcliio. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Johnson -Tho 
note of Walker's was deposited as col- 
latral security among others; so far as he 
know there was nothing said about its 
being of no value. In reply to tho learn- 
ed counsel tho witness explained tho cir- 
cumstances connected with tho e.stato 
being re-convoyod to him. Witness 
was perfectly in tho dark at tho timo as 
to what arrangement was made about dis- 
counting the notes given by him to the 
manager of the bank of British North 
.•\mericn. 

Evidonco taken on commission was then 
read by Mr. Drake, from i.-'harki.'i Wil.Hon 
stating that tho goods had boon damaged 
to tho extent of 0225; d.iniago done to 
the building wasescimated at g900. From 
Qeoi:ge Byrnes— With reference to matters 
in connection with tlie Enterprise Co. 
Tho evidence of Mr. J. C. Beedy, sinco 
doceasjd, was objected to by counsel for 
defendant on tho plea that the examin- 
ation, was ex parte. 

.Mr. Davie replied tho objection, and 
cited authorities in support of his cun- 
toiition. Tho objection was finally sus- 
tained, and a noto made of it by the Chief 
Jusrice. 

Mr. Drake resumed tho documentary 
ovjdence, 0. Devlin atatiiig that tho evi- 
deiico ul Mr. Wilson was eoiiccl aa to 
damages sustained, and that he had de- 
clined to remain in charge of Walker's 
property. The amount of Walker's as- 
sets over liabilities then was estimated 
at 84,432. 

Several orders of Court and other docu- 
mcnl.T were then put in as evidonco on 
the part of the counsel for the plaintiff. 

Wm. Pollard sworn — Waa secretary to 
tho Enterprbso Mining Company 
whon procooding woro commenced by tho 
bank against Walker; it was in conse- 
quence of Walker being an insolvent that 
tho claim against his estate was put in; 
tho indirect liability against Walker was 
made out to be about §40,000; about 80 
cents por share on 10,000 was then duo; 
the contention that Walker was not liable 
was raised, and tho company dropped 
proceedings against him. 
• Tho Cliief Justice romarked that under 
the 1 nsolvency Act ai'.ybody could make 
any trader an insolvent whether a debt 
was duo or not. 

In reply to the Court, witness stated 
that tho actions wero commenced and 
abandoned by the company, one on tho 
assessments and one on the proniisaary 
notes given by J. Walkor. 

This concluded iiio plaintiff's case. 

Court then adjourned at C p.m. till 
Friday at 11 o.ni.
